1. This Change Transmittal updates 4 FAH-3 H-050, with the purpose to 
update the subsections regarding travel abroad, changing departure in 
the first 14 days to departure by December 31, in order to use prior years 
funds for travel into the new fiscal year. This change is expected to 
improve the Department's ability to purchase tickets in advance at 
reduced rates in order to achieve maximum savings for travel that occurs 
in the first quarter and in some cases even further into the next calendar 
year. Form numbers and titles were also updated as well as other minor 
edits. 

2. If this issuance changes less than half the words, we formatted the 
changed text in dark magenta italic. If this issuance changed more than 
half the words, we did not use dark magenta italic. The CT line in each 
section shows when that section last changed.
